The will of Michael Rooney, bearing date 
March 2, 1881, was admitted to probate to- 
day.

The Simon Case. 

Judge Holner’s attention is given to-day 
to the evidence in the Simon conflict, involv- 
ing the father’s right to recover possession and 
control of an eleven-year-old boy from the 
mother.

MRS. COLLINS’ JOURNEY. 


Traveling a Thousand Miles to Find 
Her Husband Had Deserted Her. 
From the N. Y. Sun, Aprill6. 

Bridget Collins, a tired-looking young wo- 
man, arrived at the foot of Barclay street, 
New York, from St. Louis late on Thursday 
afternoon, and sat down on the stringpiece of 
the Hoboken'Ferry pier tocry. She carned 
a two-year-old baby in her arms, which Po- 
liceman Dinsmore, who was there, says **was 
crying like seven devils.?’ The policeman 
took her into the ferry house and shetold him 
her story. 
from St. Louis to New York and had reached 
here penniless,friendless and alone, except for 
her baby. Her home, when she had one, was 
in Worcester, Mass Her parents live in 
Westboro, Mass. Her husband, Morris Col- 
lins, was a mason by trade, and eighteen 
months ago he wentto St. Louis with a Bos- 
ton contractor towork. He sent his wife 
money every week, and promised to send for 
her to go to him at St. Louis. 

In February he sent ber money for her ex- 

enses, and, after disposing of their few 

ousehold effects in Worcester, she started 
alone with her baby to goto St. Louis. This 
was about the first of March. She went to 
the boarding house in St. Louis from which 
her husband had written to her regularly. 
He was not there. Whenshe was told that 
ten davs before he had started to New York 
in unswerto a letter from another woman 
here, Mrs. Collins fainted. She was very ill 
for a week, and was cared for by her faithless 
hbusband’s former landlady. Then she reso- 
lutely set out to return. She had no money, 
and was refused a railroad ticket by the com- 
pany to which she applied. She sleptin the 
depot by the permission of the men there, 
and for a week thereafter she slept with her 
child on a bench in that cheerless place. She 
had no food excepting some bread given her 
by some of the railroad men. 

Her destitution and distress at last attract- 
ed attention, and she was given a pass on an 
emigrant trainto Columbus. She was two 
weeks in from Columbus ‘to Pittsburg. By 
short stages, Mrs. Collins says,she was helped 
on her journey by railroad ofticials until she 
reached atownin Pennsylvania—she cannot 
tell its name—where the Mayor, to whom she 
appealed for further aid, said be had no pow- 
er to do anything for her. The Mavyor’s 
wife, however, touched with pity for the hap- 
less condition of the woman and her child, 
sent them to a doctor, who treated the sick 
child, and then put Mrs. Collins on the cars 
for New York. This was Thursday morning, 
and on Thursday night the homeless woman 
arses in New York, worn out and discour- 
aged. 

Policeman Dinsmore sent her with her child 
to a hotel in West street for the night, and 
when she presented herself at the Hoboben 
Ferry house again yesterday morning, Ferry 
Master Charles Gove gave her money for her 
breakfast. She was famished and ate raven- 
ously. Her spirits were raised and she was 
filled with fresh courage. She had hoped to 
place her child in an asylum here and then 
secure work for herself in New York. She 
said her parents in Westboro had refused to 
receive her back again if she went to St. Louis 
and she was afraid to gotothem. Policeman 
Dinsmore undertook to advise the woman 
more wisely, and, securing from the agent of 
the Norwich steamer a pass for her and her

New Water Ways. 

As it has become evident that railroads 
cannot compete with the barge system of 
transportation to the seaboard, shippers and 
others interestedinthe movement of grain 
from the Northwestern States have begun to 
cast about-for some other mode of conveying 
their produce, and a -convention has been 
called to meet- in Davenport, May 25, to ask 
Congressional aid for the construction of an 
a:t water route from the Mississippi River at 
Kock Island eastward. The plan first pro- 
posed Was simp'y the extension of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal, so as to makeaecon- 
tinous Watercourse from Chicago, via Ifenne- 
pin,to Rock Island. A correspondent of the 
Davenport Gazette calls attention to another 
plan, however, Which will no doubt receive 
careful consideration. He proposes to con- 


nect the Mississippi River at 
Rock Island With Lake Erie, by~ 
ineans of a eanal via Hen- 


nepin and Kankakee, Ills., and Logansport, 
Ind., to Toledo. <A canal is now in operation 
between Logansport and Toledo, and another 
connects Hennepin and Kankakee. To make 
the route complete, therefore, required, the 
filling up of two links, one of sixty-five 
miles from Rock Island to Hennepin, and the 
other of about eighty miles. from Kankukee 
to Logansport (or, if constructed by way of 
Chicago, one hundred and ten miles). The 
construction of about one bundred and fifty 
miles of canal would thus open up a water 
course from the Mississippi river, through 
Lake Erie andthe Erie Can.l,to the seaboard, 


-and,itis thought, relieve the people of the 


Northwest from their present dependence 
upon railroads. It may pertinently be sug- 
cested that there is still another plan which 
the Davenport Convention might take into 
consideration, and thatis the construction of 
agood deep channel from Chicago to the 
Lower Mississippi. The expense of opening 
the latter route would no doubt be less, while 
the advantages to be derived would probably 
be much greater. 


Horrors of Trichinosis. 
Ceveland (O.) Special to Chicago Tribune. 

A strange case of trichinosis was discov- 
ered onthe South Side this afternoon, where 
a family of five persons were found suffering 
from the effects of the terrible disease. The 
following, as stated by the doctor who inves- 
tigated, are the circumstances coanected 
With the case: A few days ago Mr. Degener, 
a German, came to the doctor’s office with 
his eyes badly swollen and inflamed. The 
proper remedies were prescribed, and a day 
ortwo after the gentlemsom,. returned and 
stated that his eves were al] right, but that 
he felt a peculiarand painful sensation in the 
muscles of his body, particularly those of the 
limbs and jaws. After a careful diagnosis, 
the conclusion was reached that’ the 
patient Was suffering with rheumatism, 
and medicines were administered to that 
effect. Thel-remedies not. being effective, 
inquiry showed that the patient was in the 
habit of eating pork and sausage. The doc- 
tor immediately submitted some of the pork 
and sausage to a microscopic examination, 
and found both pieces swarming with tri- 
chine. He then called upon the patient, and 
after great persuasion got him to allow a piece 
of flesh to be cut from the biceps muscle of 
his leftarm. This was also placed under the 
inicroscope and found to contain a number of 
trichinew. <A piece of pork no larger than a 
pin head was seen to be alive with trichinz. 
On visiting the home of the patient the physi- 
cian was surprised to find the wife sick in 
bed, exhibiting the same alarming symptoms 
1s ber husband; and adaughter, 16 years 
old, and her younger brother and sister, all 
complained of pains inthe muscles of their 
limbs and necks. Mr. Degener stated that 
the sausage was bought raw, taken home, and 


after being smoked it waseaten. The man 
especially is in a critical condition.

Mr. Ramon Verea, a Spanish resident of 
been devoting his leisure 
hours for several years in developing a ma- 
chine that will multiply ‘and divide ang) 
has finally succeeded. 1t will produce a pro- 
duct having tifteen figures, and the factors 
may be of nine or less than six figures. <A 
turn of a small crank once for each figure in 
the multiplier displays the product on a disk. 
rhe work is almost instantaneous and the ac- 
euracy of it unimpeachable. The machine con- 
Fists of ten circular plates placed vertically, 
end on the edge of euch are tignres fiom 1 to 
Yinelusiye aud zery. Vu the aiuto ve tuto 


| are points which form in substance a multi- 


plication table. Suppose 9 18 to be multi- 
plied by 6. The first plate isturned so that 
nine shows on top: the other factor is 
then shown on a wheel belonging to 
a similar set as those on which 
nine isshown. Whenthe crank is turned 
the multiplicand plate turns six-ninths of 
a revolutionjand apoint on the fourth con- 
eentric circle of points on the side of the plate 
is presented on one side anda point on the 
fifth concentric circle on the other. These 
two points meet each a small tongue which 
operates upon the product box, where the 
the result is directly shown. The mechan- 
ism af which the product is recorded is too 
complicated to admit of a description except 
at greatlength. There are aseries of wheels 
worked upon, each of them graduated as to 
size and shape with the concentric circles on 
the plates.

Spreading Small Pox.

Private letters from Reading state that the 
present terrible outbreak of small pox among 
the children of the Berks County Almshouse 
is due to the fact that a bed quilt was taken 
from acot on which a convalescent patient 
was lying and thrown into a yard for the chil- 
dren to play with. The infected spread was 
then putinto the laundry and washed with 
the children’s clothes. Thirty cases was the 
immediate result of this almost incredible 
carelessness, For the spread of diphtheria or 
malaria] and nd ORE fevers there is always 
an excuse to found in the popular 
ignorance of the causes of these diseases: 
but the poorest and most illiterate know 
how the poison of small pox is carried; it is 
impossible tat the autnorities tn this insti- 
tution..cov . beignorant of it. Thereis no 
way of accounting for their carelessness but 
by criminal indifference. Dr. Beard, in his 
recent volume on the treatment of the insane 
in Europe, states that a higher class of at- 
tendants, nurses and keepers in asylums, 
hospitals and such institutions, are procura- 
ble there than in this country for the low sal- 
aries paidtosuch officials, Judging from 
the facts of this case, the salaries paid in the 
Berks County Almshouse must be exception- 
allylow. It would, we suggest, pay the tax- 
pores to raise them; that is, if thev are wil- 

ing to put their dollarsin the scale with the 
lives of the unfortunate pauper babies com- 
mitted to their charge.

CONCENTRATED WEALTH. 


The New Yorkers Gathering Up All the 
Money. 
New York Letter to Cincinnati Gazette. 

The rapid centralization of wealth in the 
-hands of a few leading operators is orie of the 
most striking features of the age, and as it re- 
quires thatan immense multitude should be 
poor in order to make one capitalist,it follows 
that such astate of things is not advantageous 
tothe public. Here is Jim Keene, who came 
from the West, and soon §proved a dashing 
operator in produce as well as stocks. Heis 
estimated at $2,500,000, while Sam. Sloan is 
down for double that sum. Sloan 
is President of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wantia and Western road, with ‘a 
salary of $10,000 a year. He can, however 
make vastly more in speculation. Ex-Gov. 
E. D. Morgan is estimated at $9,000,000. He 
made money rapidly in trade, and the house 
which he foundea is stillin operation, the 
firm being E. D. Morgan & Co. He has, how- 
ever,aiso made enormous sumsin Wall street, 
and probably now has an income of $1,000 a 
day. His partner, Solon Humphreys, who has 
for many years controlled the operations of 
the business firm, is estimated at $3,000,000. 
He came to this city from Hartford forty 
years ago, and became clerk for Morgan, who 
discovered his ability and gave him the pro- 
motion he soadmirably deserved. 

GOULD, SAGE AND OTHERS. 

Jay Gould is estimated at $70,000,000. He 
makes now on an average $6,000, 000 & year, 
and hence will soon become a leading capita- 
list. Russell Sage, thoughold enough to be 
Gould’s father,is only rated at $30,000,000. 
He began life a poor boy, and was aclerk for 
some yearsina Troy grocery house, where 
he afterward becamea partner. He made 
money byindustry and economy. and soon 
was able to enter the wider field of railway 
speculation. This gave him a sufficient capi- 
tal to remove to Wall street, where he has 
been a leading gambler in stock privileges. 
He gells “puts, calls and straddles” to the 
fools who are addicted to this practice, and 
has made an immense fortune out 
of the money they throw away. 
nD Cc x TT. a 
$5,000, 000, accumulated the largest 

art of his wealth in California, but has also 

een highly successful in Wall street. He 
has recently made a heavy purchase of Wall 
street property, and will erect one of the 
finest commercial buildings in this city. 
Samuel J. Tilden is estimated at from $9,000,- 
000 to $12,000,000, most of which he has made 
in speculation. He began this practice when 
a young man, and his intimate acquaintance 
with Wall street men gave him an unusual 
advantage. This has. been admirably im- 
proved, until Tilden may now be considered 
the richest bachelor in America. Moses 
Taylor, with $5,000,000, is the richest of our 
bank presidents. H. G. Marquand rates about 
the same as Jim Keene. Wm. H. Vanderbilt 
and his two sons (Cornelius and William) are 
worth $100,000,000. Cornelius K. Garrison is 
rarely mentioned now, as he seldom appears 
in business transactions, but he is good for a 
dozen millions. 

THE STUARTS AND OTHERS. 

Robert L. Stuart, the survivor of the sugar 

manufacturing brothers, is estimated at $6,- 

,000. Judge Hilton is of equal wealth. 
He got all this through his acquaintance with 
A. T. Stewart, the merchant prince, who 


+ made him heir to $1,000,000. The Judge then 


made an exchange with Mrs. Stewart, which 
was immensely in his favor. Robert L. Ken- 
nedy, nephew of James Lenox, is estimated 
at $5,000,000. He gave a $10,000 picture tothe 
Lenox Institute](Munkascy’s Milton),and will 
no doubt make some other handsome bene- 
factions. Robert and Ogden Goelet, who are 
the heirs of the immense Goelet estate, are 
estimated at $20,000,000. The Astors are 
worth more than $100,000,000, and are care- 
fully hoarding their wealth. Miss Harriet 
Lenox, who is the heir of her brother James 
is probably worthy $2,000,000, the interest of 
which she gives away in the manner formerly 
racticed 7 her philanthropic brother. 
iss Lenox is no doubt dispensing a larger 
amount in charity than any other woman 
in America. Peter Cooper is the old- 
est of our capitalists, and also the most phil- 
anthropic. He is now in his ninetyrfirst 
year, but notwithstanding his advenced age is 
still in possession of all his faculties. He is 
estimated at $7,000,000, al] the fruit of indus- 
try and good management, His institute 
continues to be a grand public bertefaction, 
and he has recently added all the modern im- 
provements. George Law is next in point of 
uge, being now eighty-two. He weighs near- 
ly 300 pounds, and this has seriously im- 
aired his activitv. He ownsthe Dry Dock 
ank, and the largest part of the Eighth 
Avenue Surface Railroad, his entire wealth 
being estimated at $3,000,000. What a con- 
trast between these two last mentioned capi- 
talists, for, while Cooper has been lavish in 
his benefactions, George Law has never been 
known to do anything for philanthropy. He 
rose from the working class, but does not ap- 
= to have any sympathy with it or with 
umanity in any shape. : 
HEBREW WEALTH. 

This class of our citizens holds an immense 
amount of wealth, but it1s chiefly in personal 
property which escapes taxation and is more 
easily handled than real estate. The Hebrews 
ure increasingin a.very marked degree both in 
property and influence. Old as the race may be, 
it exhibits no effete features. While other 
nations have gone out of existence, and 
merely hold a place in history, the Jews are 
on the advance, and-are rapidly growing in 
the power of gold. One of the richest He- 
brews in this city is August Belmont, who is 
probably worth $3,000,000, This has been 
made in the banking business, in which Bel- 
mont, as agent for the Rothschilds, 
bas had the greatest f,advantages. 
He has avoided speculation, and ap- 
aap himself solely to this specialty, investing 

is profits in first class securities. He has 
never been addicted to real estate purchases 
and the splendid house which the family oc- 
cupy in the Fifth avenue was given by him to 
his wife asa bridal present. Belmont does 
not associate with the Jews, and his family 
attend the Episcopal Church, but personally 
pm he acknowledges the control of the 
Hebrew customs in which he was brought up. 
Belmont is now past three score and ten. e 
came hither from Germany forty years ago 
hisname being then Schonberg, which he 
changed into the present more euphonious ti- 
tle. Aside from Belmont the record of Hebrew 
wealth includes the Seligmans, the Bern- 
heimers, the Marx family, the Stetheimers 
the Sterns and others who might be mention- 
ed in the same connection,

A PRESBYTERIAN WINDFALL. 


The Large Bequests of Mrs. Amelia A. 
Cobb to Religious Institutions. 
From the New York Times, April 13. 

Tie will of Amelia A. Cobb, the well-known 
philanthropist, who died recently, was filed 
yesterday in the Surrogate’s Court. The will 
covers eleven pages of foolscap, and after 
providing for relatives and friends a large 
number of bequests are made to Presbyterian 
churches and institutions. The estate is 
valued at about $500,000. Among the be- 
quests are the following: To the ¥ter- 
ian Board of Home Missions, $5,000; to the 
Board of Foreign Missions of the Presby- 
terian Church of the United States, 5,000; 
to the Board of the Church of the Erection 
Fund of the Gemeral Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, $5,000; to the Trustees 
of the General Assembly ofthe Presbyterian 
Church of the United States, in trust for the 
committee on the ministerial relief fund, 
$5,000; to the board of foreign missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States, in 
trust for the Ladies’ board of missions of the 
Presbyterian Church in the city of New York, 
$5,000, and to the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church at Albany, $5,000. The sum of $90,000 
is bequeathed to her relatives in amounts 
ranging from $1,000 to $15,000. To her friend 
and lawyer, Henry S. McUall, of Albany, is 
left $5,000, as ‘a token of her kind remem- 
brance,” and tothe Rev. Dr. Hall, pastor of 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, 
$5,000, as au *‘expression of gratitude.’’ The 
sum of $26,000 is bequeathed to relatives of 
her husband; $1,500 to Fanny Roden, the 
family nurse; $1,000 to Mary A. Story, $500 to 
Annie M.Story,inmates of the family,and $500 to 
James Holms, coachman. To the trustees of 
the Theological seminary of the Presbyterian 
Church, at Princeton, N. J., the decedent 
wills $5,000, in trust,to found a scholarship 
in the seminary to be known as the James N. 
Cobb scholarship, the principal to be invested 
and theincome paid over te such beneficiary 
as shall be designated by the faculty of the 
seminary. She also wills $5,000 to the Union 
Theolegical seminary in New York, to found 
the Otis Allen scholarship. Anotherscholar- 
ship is founded in the Theological Seminary 
ofthe Presbyterian Church at Auburn, N. 
Y., bya giftof $3,000, whichis alsoto be 
known as the Otis Allen scholarship. Her 
plate, silverware, paintings and honsehold 
goods are distributed by the will among her 
triends and relatives, and it is directed that 
the residue of her property beyond the be- 
quests mentioned above shall be divided in 
accordance with the laws of the State.

Tho Tricks as Witnessed by a Post-Dis- 
patch Reporter in Concealment. 


}Xbowing his way threngh the throng of 
exited peanle who tilled ihe balls and stair- 
wetys of the Mereantile Lébrary last night pre- 
véous'to the commencement of the Colville 
deeance, a POST-DISPaTCH reporter slipped 
unnoticed to the side of the stage,and mount- 
ing to the level of the cornice of the great 
eigan: fernd 2 position above the flies which 
gave ar opportunity to see what was behind 
as well as before the scenes, and which like- 
wise @ommanded a good view of the audience. 

The circulars which were scattered broad- 
wastt ver the city had 

“FURNISHED MUCH AND ASKED LITTLE. 

A piano was to be lifted from the stage and 
to#e played while suspended in the air by 
“spirit power. Flowers were to be produced 
“nerd whole forms of the disembodied were to 
‘eo materialized in plain view of the spectat- 
‘ers. Musical instruments were to float in 

the air, giving forth a sweet econeord of 
4ounds under spirit iuffuence. Sealed mes- 
ages were to be read and conveyed through 
mediumistic power. All these and many 
other marvellous manifestations were prom- 
ised and the cireuiar concluded with: 

“A collection will be taken at the entrance 
to dejray expenses. All are invited.” 

If there is anything St. Louis delights to 
honor with a crowd it is 

A FREE SHOW. 

Under the impression that this could be so 
«elassed four or live thousand people climbed 
the stairweys. When they found a man in 
the box oflice selling tickets at fifty cents a 
piece, and learned tbat the collection at the 
deor consisted intaking up these pasteboards 
prior to admission. nine-tenths of the 
people terned about and went 
away. A few of the more 
turbulent remained tong enough tosmash in 
the window of the ticket office and to drive 
eutthe money changer. Iu the morning of 
Sunday the showmen, conscious of the fraud 
they were about to perpetrate, called on the 
police fora guard. About 7 o’clock a tele- 
phone message was sent from Alexander’s 
drug store to the Four Courts that the crowd 
was 

DEMOLISHING FURNITURE. 
Sergeant Cainpbell gathered up all the patrol- 
men he could reach and taking possession of 
the place prevented any further damave. 
Those who submitted tothe tifiy cents im- 
position intimated a great lack of faith in the 
intentions of Colviile and his assistants, so 
much indeed that Chief Chapman quietly 
placed detectives at every exit of the hail 
and one or twomen to watch the mediums 
With instructions to arrest themif they tried 
ta. get out without giving the promised en- 
“TeV tainnient. 

Of the tuirbulent proceedings which echarac- 
terized the show on the part of the eleven 
hundred people whe deposited their half dol- 
lars atthe door and went in to be swindled, 
the morning papers gave a fair description. 
Cotville wis interrupted at every sentence by 
cries of “Fraud!” and about oneein a quar- 
ter of an hour’ the whole crowd 
would rise as one person, rush 
forward io the  platforn demanding 
money back. Three woman took the stage ind 
refusedto budge until their silver was re- 
tuined. In spite of the showman’s entreaties 
they didn’t go until the half dollars gladdened 
their paims, while the crowd, chiefly men, 
yelled with delight. At one time a rush was 
made for the door and money demanded. The 
doorkeeper, however, stood tirm, and the 
police, While realizing that the whole thing 
wasa grand fraud, saved him from bodilv 
harm. 

From his perch near the ceiling the Posr- 
DISPATCH investigator looked down on the 
most 

BAREFACED SWINDLE 

ever perpetrated on a St. Louis platform. 
While Colvile was doing the talking in front 
bis assistant (French) moved around behind 
the flies in an agile manner. There was a 
table close against one wing. The medium in 
front showed a clean slate and promised to 
get writing uponit. Then he laid it down 
on this table, and instantly French 
replaced it with another exactly like it, upon 
which he had just written something. Col- 
ville. pickipg.up slate No. 2, placed itona 
chair, went through contortions and invoked 
the spirits. Then he turned the state over 
and there was French’s scraw] upon the back 
which the reporter had seen done behind the 
flies. 

Then there was the book trick. Colville 
walked out among the sudience showing an 
ordinary book of 150 pages on spiritualism. 
He allowed various persons to run over the 
pages. Then he returned to the stage and 
lying the book on the table engaged the atten- 
tion of the crowd a moment while 
French removed the book and putin its place 
another prepared for the trick. ‘This act 
which was 

VISIBLE TO THE REPORTER, 
could not be seen by the audience, as French 
keptclose to the fly and gave the prepared 
book «a little shove sending it out in the place 
the other had occupied. Turning, Colville 
picked up to the book, and walking down to 
the front row of the seats gave it to one of the 
spectators. He told the man next tothe one 
holding the book to thrust his knife 
blade between the leaves and 
had it opened at that exact place, telling the 
one holding it to grasp both sides firmly. The 
book in this position Colville,proceeded to re- 
peat What was onthe page, pretending that 
the words were prompted through his medi- 
umistic powers. As soon as he had reached 
the bottom of the page he skipped down, 
crasped the book and returned to the 
stage nimbly before the astonished holder 
had time to see that the 
work was prepared for just such a trick, with 
the same reading matter on every page. The 
_ crowd seemed to think that this was quitea 
_trick, and gradually became interested and 
gradually sat down. French’s dexterity in 
changing the dummy tothe genuine volume 
‘land Colville’s agility in getting back the 
dummy before the holder saw that allthe 
pages were alike, alone prevented the impo- 
sition from being seen through. 

The manner in which Colville and French 
worked the slate and book tricks illustrates 
the whole show. There was not evena scien- 
titie delusion. Whenthe book reading had 
been finished 

MR. HENRY W. WILLIAMS, 
the well know title investigator, came for- 
ward,and holding up a volume said he would 
rive the medium } to read apage at random 
rom that. This was rontptiy declined, but 
Colville called Mr. Williams on the stage and 
roceeded to make a fool of the old gentleman 
by the most outrageous of all frauds. 

He gave Mr. Williams a quire of paper and

Colville, however, is quick 
witted and he announced that with the aid of 
his assistant, French, he proposed to make a 
large table rise from the. floor, about which 
would be seated several ladies.

French came out 
frem behind the scenes, but not, however, till

Colvillejumped up, and taking the 
litle woman by the arm, called out tothe 
audience that she was *‘not in condition for 
the test,” and he must have another subject. 
There was another volunteer, and then Col- 
ville and French again shoved under the 
ends of the claspsin their sleeves, pressed 
hard toward each other, raised up the table 
by-physieal force, swung it round two orthree 
times anc’ droppedit. One after the other 
the two mediums slipped behind .the scenes 
and relieved their coat sleeves, while the old 
women,a good deal mystified, returned to 
their seats. Another ineffectual atteinpt was 
made to get holaof the quire of pauper on 
which Mr. William’s elbow was resting but 
it was unsuccessful. It began to look as if 
this trick would fail. Colville, however, 
after relieving bis coat sleeves, came out and 
boldly announced that he was going to get 
some remarkable manifestations from 

A DARK CABINET, 
Which be trundled into the middle of the 
platform. It was made of rods 
and dark curtains with a large hole in 
the top through which the reporter looked 
down witi a great deal of satisfaction. 
While this was being arranged Colville made 
apretext of clearing off the little side table 
just behind Mr, Williams,and as he did so he 
slipped the quire of paper in between several 
other articles and carried it behind ‘the flies. 
French took immediate possession of it and 
coing to alight held it up carefully between 
him and the flame. <A grin of satisfaction 
could be seen as be deciphered’ the 
name Mr. Williams had written. the 
prepared surface having taken the impres- 
sion from the pencil’s print through several 
sheets. 

Colville went through the faree of having 
a strong post bolted down tothe floor inside 
the cabinet; through this a bolt was passed 
prepared for the occasion, after a genuine 
bolt hadjbeen handed about infthe hall. The 
bolt was placed tirmly in position and French 
was made seemingly fast to it by tying,sewing 
and sealing Wax. 

Atambourine containing theusual trumpet, 
bells and whistle was placed inside and the 
curtain lowered.

Mr. Todd had, how- 
eyer, leftthe room and so failed to heip out 
his old friend in making a complete fool of 
himself. Mr. Williams, in « choking voice, 
explained the remarkable manifestation, and 
With tears in his eyes left the 
stave. Krench sat. with a broad 
grin on his face in the cabinet, 
us he turned his face upwards almost catch- 
ing sight of the reporter who dodged back 
behind the organ pipes at the risk of break- 
ing his neck. Colville stepped forward and 
said unblushingly that it was indeed a most 
remarkable manifestation. 

After this the crowd kept quiet and the 
performance was hussied through. After a 
few more cabinet tricks French came 
out and while he Was taking 
up the post and pushing back the 
sabinet Colville went behind the scenes and 
adjusted the clamp on his left{ arm. French 
announced that Colville was going to lifta 
table instead of a piano. ColviHe came out 
and took his seat back ofa Small stand. He 
put h’s hands palms|downward on|the top and 
shoving the end of the bar | underneath raised 
the table. The act was very hunglingly done. 
The clamp slipped at one time and 
seemed as if it would come into _ full 
view of the audience. Colville’s face redden- 
ed and as quick as he could he dropped the 
table, declared the seance over and skipped 
behind the scenes. As the crowd, half puz- 
zied and half angry, not fully understanding 
the deceptions, dispersed, the Post-D1s- 
PATCH man clambered down, coming face to 
face With one of the gang. The fellow look- 
ed sharply, but one of Chief Chapman’s 
men was With him. A familiar greeting be- 
tween the detective and the reparter dis- 
armed the medium’s suspicion.

“Oh, I don’t mind that (witha laugh) as 
far as I’m concerned. 1 am unable to vive that 
time and attention to the details of the city 
covernment that I wantto. It isn’t the pur- 
pose to shut anybody out, but hereafter from 
10 to 12 the doors will be open toall. The 
afternoons I need for legitimate city business. 
I make the rule not for my own protection, 
but for the good of the administration.” 

At this juncture Assistant Secretary 
Schuette came in with a formidable looking 
envelope addressed ‘*to the Honorable Mavor 
of the City of St. Louis.” Mr. Ewing 
opened, glanced through it, and then placed 
itin a drawer. 

‘“Shall.l say anvthing tothe gentleman?” 
asked the secretary. 

‘“Yes,’??’ wasthe reply. “Tell him it shall 
be given consideration.” 

The mannerand tone of the Mavor said 
plainer than words, “*would that l could give 
this applicant and every other just what is 
asked for.” 

**Much pressure from office seekers?’ quer- 
ied the reporter. 

The Mayor smiled. A responsive chord 
bad been struck. ‘“‘Yes, I think there are ap- 
plications for every portion wnder the city 
covernment.”’ 

After a moment’s reflection Mr. Ewing add- 
ed deliberately: “1 wish you would sav as 
coming from me that there are no offices to 
he filled. There are no appointments to 
make now. Two years hence the terms of 
the appointive officers expire. There will be 
no removals on political grounds. There will 
be no changes except for cause.’ 

Here Mr. Schuette broke in on the inter- 
view with another application to be filed. 

The reporter inquired about Sewer Com- 
missioner Moore’s resignation, suggesting 
there Was a Vacancy. 

‘Mr. Moore’s resignation has been filed,’’ 
the Mayor sail, *“*but no action whatever has 
been taken as yetin regard toit. There has 
been no acceptance thus far. The position, 
I think, requires aman of engineering knowl- 
edgeand abilitv. It is a matter, however, to 
Which I havn’t given any attention as yet.’ 

“There isa vacancy in the First District 
Police Court clerkship, isn’t there? Thomas, 
it is said,1s going tobe chief deputy in the 
new City Marshal’s oftice.” 

“T havn’t received any 
yeft.”” 

‘*Will your message to the Assembly to- 
morrow be a lengthy one?’’ 

‘‘No, the regular annual message comes 
Jater, about the middle of May. Ishall sim- 
ply call the attention of the Assembly at this 
session to some imatters rather of routine 
character needing immediate attention.” 

‘There won’t be anything of special inter- 
est to the public just now?” 

“No, I think not.’’ 

* “These subjects of street reconstruction and 
dust laying that St. Louisans are so much in- 
terestea In—shal] you have something to say 
about them in May?’ 

. “Probably. I had occasion in the House of 
Delegates to give them some attention, you 
know. Itis pretty hard to submit. proposi- 
tions to please everybody.

News- 
paper men will find my door open, and will 
vet whatever news thereis tobe had. That 
is my idea of conducting public affairs. ’?

This 
last is in duplicate form, one copy being kept 
with the City Register, and the other gsent to 
the State Auditor.

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JUMPED THE TRACK. 


A Narrow Escape from a Serious Acci- 
dent in the Tunnel. 

An accident, which might have resulted in 
a serious loss of life but for the presence of 
mind of themenin charge of the train, oc- 
curred inthe tunnel this morning. Shortly 
after 8 o’clock the St: Louis, Wabash and Pa- 
cific train from the East, composed of a mail, 
a baggage, two passenger eoaches and a sleep- 
er, drawn by tunnel engine No. 2, entered 
the tunnel from the Main _ street 
depot, going at the usual rate of 
speed for trains going through. 
The engine had just rounded the corner under 
Eighth and St Cearles streets when it sudden- 
ly jumped the track, taking the baggage and 
mail cars with it. Near Locust street it jump- 
ed completely across the rail and turned over 
on its side. The fireman was thrown from 
the cab but sustained noinjury more than a 
slight bruise to one of his feet. The engin- 
eer closed the throttle valve: and the cars 
stopped withina few feet. A number of 
ladies and gentlemen were im the sleeper and 
about twenty gentlemen inthe smoking car. 
At the first jar the passengers were on their 
feet, supposing thatthe train had collided 
with another comingin the opposite direec- 
tion. A rush was made for the doors and 
the cars were filled in a few minutes with the 
stifling coke smoke. Conductor Burch at 
once ascertained the extent of the accident 
and started for Union Depot, returning in 
about half an hour with a coach in which the 
passengers, who were badly scared, 
were taken out. The heat and 
smoke made the sojourn in the 
tunnel anything but pleasant for 
the passengers. The accidentwas due to the 
sagging of the track a few feet westof the 
curve. The trains going east were delayed 
until arrangements would be made to run 
them through on another track.

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A TRAP FOR A HUSBAND. 


How Mrs. Dunlevy Waited for Her 
Spouse at 710 N. Hleventh, 


And How, Not Finding Him, She Assault- 
ed and Battered His Delilah.

A gorgeously dressed lady accompanied by 
a little boy of ten stepped into the grocery on 
the corner of Eleventh and Christy avenue on 
Wednesday evening last and asked where a 
girl named “Lotta” or “Lottie” could ,be 
found. They were unable at the grocery to 
give the desired information, as there are: in 
the neighborhood several females of kind 
and amiable disposition and of corresponding 
virtue who rejoice in that euphonious desig- 
nation. The.tady did not know the list name 
of her quarry, but after some questioning it 
became evident that she meant very serious 
business. At last she produced a photograph 
from her pocket. of a young and rather 
foreign looking woman with flaxen 
hair banged in the kitehen clip upon 
her forehead and a reckless cyprian sort of an 
air about her generally. 

“This is the woman,” said the lady. 

A lot of volunteers testified at once that 
they had seen the subject of the picture often, 
and they thought that she hung out at 712 
North Eleventh street, a house run by the no- 
torious Madam Hastings. To Madam 
Hastings accordingly the — re- 
paired. She had been already 
recognized by some of the crowd as Mrs. A. 
C. Dunlevy,the wife of a prominent iron mer- 
chant on the levee. Atthis plaee she made 
inquiries again, and became satisfied that 
Lotta abode next door—No. 710—and was not 
a boarder buta rentier. She called on Lotta 
at once anu said thatshe had made an ap- 
pointment to meeta gentleman friend, and 
she wished to rent a room from her for 
afew hours. Lotta answered that she Was 
not keeping that kind of a house, but thatshe 
hada friend who could accommodate her, 
and threw a shawl over her head to go out 
with her to the place. Assoonas she step- 
ped out into the street she noticed the little 
boy who was with Mrs. Dun- 
levy and asked her what he was 
doing. ‘“Oh,’’ she replied, ‘this is a district 
telegraph boy whom I shall send to my friend 
when 1 get the room.” She then entreated 
Lotta so earnestly to be permitted to stay at 
her house that the girl suspected some- 
thing wrong, and _ turning suddenly 
away ran into her room and _ locked 
herself in. Mrs. D. then assured 
herself that her husband had been visiting 
Lotta by a great many questions, and pro- 
eeeded to lay in waitfor him. With her little 
son by her side she loitered about that impos- 
ing locality, and at lastcaught sight once more 
of Miss Lotta, whom she at once 
chased into the allev between 
Tenth and Eleventh and Christy 
and Morgan, when she caught up with her. 
The cyprian was at once knocked down and 
beaten about her head before she had time to 
defend herself; then she took a hand in the 
proceedings and tore Mrs. Dunleyy’s seal- 
skin cloak and smashed her gold watch. The 
virl was thoroughly frightened, how- 
ever, and sh® screamed loudly for 
the police. In the mean time 
the negroes who live in the alley swarmed out 
by hundreds, and the alley was perfectly 
black with people. Somuch excitement has 
not been seen inthe classic shades of Green 
street since 1872. The little fellow went man- 
fully at work to help his mother, and doubled 
his tiny little fists to take part in the affray. 
At last believing that the demi-mondaine had 
been sufficiently punished, Mrs. Dunlevy re- 
tired victorious from the field. Her husband 
did not return home that night, however, and 
she was back again on the scene of the last 
night’s struggle on Thursday morning. He 
did notappear, and after keeping up her 
lonely vigil until it was evident that 
the gentleman was not about, Mrs. PD. 
retired and has not since been seen by any of 
the people there. 

As it certainly isan unusual thing for a 
lady totackle a denizen of that street at a 
late hour of the night in this fashion without 
a sensational story lving beneath it all, a re- 
porter called upon Miss Lotta Anderson 
early this morning and asked her what the 
row was about. Lotta is not a prepossessing 
virl in the face, though she has a fine figure. 
She is a Swede and looks to be muscular 
enough to take care of herself. Her story 
is that Mrs. Dunlevv Was trying 
to trap her husband, who, she admitted. was 
one of her many friends. Sbe did not know 
that his name was Dunlevy, however, until 
after this open esc/oudre on Wednesday night, 
when she learned that it was. She said that 
some time ago she gave him one of her pho- 
tographs and she supposes his wife found it 
in his pockets. She corroborated all of the 
details of the scrapping match, as given above, 
and she stated that she had instituted suit 
against Mrs. Dunlevy in Justice Young’s 
Court upon a peace warrant. Justas the re- 
porter was leaving she told him he had better 
call ber Lotta Finley in the paper. It was one 
of her names, she said, and she did not want 
her family to know the kind of a scrape she 
had been drawn into. 

It will be remembered that just a vear ago 
Mrs. Dunlevy tigured in the papers for a 
somewhat similar cause. She was driving 
down Fourth street ata very rapid rate in 
Viojution of the city ordinance, and Officer 
Grady, then stationed at Fourth and Olive 
streets, stopped the horse and buggy. She 
immediately rose up in the vehicle and struck 
him several times very severely with the 
lnigey Whip, for which she was fined in the 
Police Court. Mrs. Duulevy is a large, ma- 
jestic looking Woman, and is evidently pos- 
sessed of great force of character. Her at- 
tempt to trap her busband at Lotta’s place 
was evidently founded on the plot of Shaks- 
peare’s comedy, *All’s Well that Ends Well,” 
only this case does not end well for any of the
